FOR THE SMOKERS. 


Their Needs Will Be Recognized At 


The Navy Yards. 


Smokers' needs are soon to be rec- 


ognized in a new and novel manner at 
the Charlestown navy yard. Within 
the last two or three years the regu- 
ation 
limits 'have 
been 
growing 


more and more strict, owing to the 
'act that the great plant has been 
constantly expanding and the danger 
from fire more to be feared. Now the 
rules are so strict that officers are 
not permitted to smoke Jn their own 
offices. However, they^do not feel the 
effects of the rule as severely as the 
mechanics and laborers who are de- 
prived of their noonday pipe or cigar, 
unless they choose to stand outside 
on the streets and smoke, which, of 
course, no conlderable 
number 
of 


them care to do. Soon all of this is 
to be changed and the news will 
bring gladness to hundreds of the 
government's employees, not only at 
the Charlestown navy yard, but at all 
other navy yards-aad-atatioas^Ior if 
the experiment to. he tried there is 
a success,- it is more than likely that 
it will be adopted elsewhere. 


Naval Constructor William J. Bax- 


ter, who is at the head of the depart- 
ment of construction and repair, and 
who is always seeking for a chance 
to help the workmen under him, has 
succeeded in. getting the consen( of 
the navy department to 
authorize 


him to remodel the two brick build- 
ings now used by the plumbers and 
galvanizers at the Charlestown yard 
into luncheon and smoking rooms for 
the workmen. The galvanizers* shop, 
the smaller of the two buildings, will 
be fitted up with stoves and boilers, 
where the men will have a chance to 
prepare coffee or warm cold food. In 
the larger shop there will be tables 
and seats where they will nave a 
chance to sit down, and eat Lockers 
and shelves are also to be provided 
for clothes and luncheon boxes. With- 
in these two buildings the men will 
be permitted to smoke as much as 
they please. In fact, everything pos 
sible will be done to make them 
comfortable at noon time. As soon as 
the plumbers and galvanizers can be 
moved into their new quarters iu the 
metal workers' shop, at the lower end 
of the yard, the work of fitting up the 
luncheon and smoking rooms is to 
begin, and they should be ready for 
use within a couple of months. 


Three years ago accommodations 


for smokers were provided at 
the 


Portsmouth navy yard, and 
their 


comfort and convenience were pro- 
vided for. until it became necessary to 
demolish the building used by them, 
to make room for a larger one de- 
signed for other purposes.

Twc 
hundred and sixteen of the powders 
contained n drus called phenacetin, and 
the leniair.dcr was acetanalid, a drug 
vs hich acts clircetlj en the heart and is 
likely to cause ^eiious results to a per- 
son v. ith a weak heart. Pour contained 
pueimcttin and starch, and thirty-two 
vi ere composed entirely of acetanalid 
Two (tlurs contained phcnacetm and 
siifCtir, iiiul cap was composed of antipy 
rh e iiad (jtilnlno.

The Indian runner dock is what 


might be called an all around practical 
dock. Th* general makeup of tbese' 
ducks seems to be unlike uiany others, 
inasmuch as they have so uiauy points 
in tbeir favor. 


First, the color and plumage are very 


attractive, being of a fawn color mixed 
with white, the drakes having a steel 
blue cap, with a distinct white line rurt- 
ning from the eye around the b_ck of 
the head to the eye opposite, the pure 
white neck, the fawn colored brew* I 
and back, tapering oSC with white in 
wing flights and tail. They are strong 
and erect, alert m every motion and 
very hardy. 


Second, their laying qualities are such 


that they have been called and nre 
known today as the Leghorn of the 
duck family. 
One breeder claims for 


one individual duck a record of 192 
eggs per year. 


It it very fascinating for one to col- 


lect eggs from these ducks after once 
starting to lay, and they generally start 
in with niv in February. It is a com- 
mon occurrence to. bring in Just as 
many eggs as there are ducks. 
j 


Third, as a market duck they grow • 


very rapidly, and while they consume 
much less food iii proportion than the ' 
Pekin. at ten weeks old will dress ten 
pounds to the pair, and in comparing 
the pair I find the runner smaller 
boned, but heavier meated. 


Success with these ducks, like every- 


thing else, depends solely on feed and 
care. In the center of an acre lot ad-' 
joining my place Is n pond fed by ) 
springs about a hundred feet across, j 
On the shore of this pond Is my duck- 
house, where the ducis are wintered. 
In the breeding season I select my 
breeders, putting one drake with every 
five ducks, and os soon as the Ice Is out 
of the pond the ducks arc allowed the 
use of it through the day; but are called 
into their house for supper at uipht, 
thus making It easy to collect the eggs 
in the morning. 


One of the most essential things in 


raising ducks is that they have dry 
quarters to bleep ia and pure air to 
breathe. Little attention need be ghen 
to makin? tight houses as long as they 
are kept dry at nisrht. They will stand 
iome v cry co^d weather. For their bed- 
ding I use plenty of lawn clippings and 
clover hay, and it is surprising to see 
how much a flock of fifty will consume 
through the winter.—Walter E. Delano 
in American Poultry Journal.

I agree with Mr. ilatteson that we 
must not pamper our breeding stock 
too much if we desire healthy off- 
spring. If our turkeys will roost in the 
trees in a place somewhat protected 
from the storms, 
they will come 


through the winter in good shape if 
they are as strong and healthy as they 
should be, and our poults nest spring 
will be hardy and if kept free from 
lice and fed carefully will be easily 
raised.—Margaret Cavanaugh Daly In 
Poultry Success.

Is Russia Tlrfnft of France? 


There is some significant grumbling 


In the Russian press, which con only 
speak with the approval of the au- 
thorities, over the threatened reduction 
In the naval efficiency of France. The 
Novoye Yremya of St. Petersburg says 
openly that the Emperor Alexander IQ. 
would never have entered Into an alli- 
ance with the French republic if be bad 
not felt the need of a powerful fleet foi 
the protection of the Russian mercan- 
tile marine. 
With the Russian fleet 


the French navy could, it says, nave 
disputed the mastery of the seas with 
Great Britain, and this was the real 
cause of the Franco-Russian agree- 
ment. 
All this time, argues the No- 


voye Vremya, France has derived enor- 
mous benefit from the compact because 
she has been able to attend to her 
affairs without fear 
of 
Germany, 


whereas Russia has been kept in a 
condition of perpetual anxiety lest a 
reduction of the French naval re- 
sources should constitute a breach of 
the agreement. 
It then continues: "If 


the opinion that the task of the French 
fleet should consist in defending the 
French coasts and not in active opera- 
tions definitely triumphs in France, 
what assistance could our allies render 
us In a naval war against Russia? We, 
on our aide, should be bound to help 
them at the cost of much Russian 
blood in the event of a land war 
against France." 


There is nothing altruistic in the pol- 


icy of Russia, and if the Russo-French 
alliance is to endure the French must 
do their share toward the establish- 
ment of a strong defensive and offen- 
sive union. 


To Keep Hen« nt Home. 


If you want hens to stay at home and 


not fly over the fence, you must make 
home attractive to them, and the best 
way to make home attractive is to keep 
the hens busy. A lot of grain scattered 
where it is hard to find will generally 
keep chickens busy.

' "You mutt take the bitter with the 
sweet" ir-'ut adage wbteh holds troe 
uo tes« in the chicken, bwdoes* tbao IB 
other walks io life. It seems as though 
a goodly portion of the *T>ttter" bos got 
Into our cup recently In cooaectloa with 
the brooder cblcka I wonder in-better 
others have had a similar experience. 
It so, there will be a idndnd feeHnij. 
'All at once we began to find a good 
many dead chicks under the brooders 
in the morning, often two or' three ia 
each brooder. In looking about tar a 
cause I started out with my thermom- 
eter one evening and fouud that under 
tome of the brooders it wonld run to 
.110 degrees a couple of Inches' above 
the floors. Here was a cause with' a 
vengeance. I recalled at once an'.ex- 
perience I had along this line a couple 
of years ago. 


One hot day ia summer oar - bens 


were left shot up In the bouses all day; 
My Intention bad been to the morning 
to leave them shut up till noon and 
then let them oat. I went off to town, 
however, and forgot to leave any word 
to that effect. I was unexpectedly de- 
tained In town until nearly night. 
.When I started out to gather the eggs 
at night, I saw at once that there was 
trouble on hand. It had been an un- 
usually hot day, -with the tuennoraeter 
close to 100 degrees to the shade, 'and 
those henhouses were like ovens.' Many 
of the hens were dead, and others were 
dying from the effects of the beat I 
dropped my egg baskets and started 
on a run to get them out Into the fresh 
air. Some of the flocks were affected 
more than others. Those that • bad 
bushes growing about the bouses. Inter- 
fering with the movement of what lit- 
tle wind there was stirring, seemed to 
be the worst Some were dead, -and 
others had lost the ufee of their legs. J 
carried all such out and'placed them in 
the coolest spots I could find, but to no 
avail. They were mostly dead next 
morning. When I first discovered them, 
their eyes were still bright, bnt they 
seemed to be paralyzed and could nei- 
ther stand nor walk. Those houses all 
had an open window on the south side 
and an open door tm -the north side 
.with wire screens,, and-ft is not likely 
that the heat from the sun made them 
any warmer than 110 degrees. Still it 
was-hot enough to kill the bens. I 
know of a man -who-put a steam radi- 
ator in his hennery in winter and killed 
all his hens with kindness. The first 
morning after turning on the steam be 
fouud his "whole flock of sixty hens 
dead. He bad, overcome them with 
heat. If mature hens can thus easily 
be killed with too much heat, is it any 
iwonder that our brooder chicks are 
sometimes killed in the same way? 
Speed the day of the practical self reg- 
ulating brooder. In my own case, how- 
ever, the lamps were already turned as 
low as was consistent with perfect 
combustion, so I removed some of-the 
hover cloths, thus allowing surplus 
heat to escape. 


"I thought you said chicks knew 


enough to move out when it got too hot 
for them if they are given the chance." 
!?o I did. If there had only been a few 
chicks in each brooder, there would 
have been no trouble, I think. With 
ninety to a hundred, however, in each 
brooder it is likely that those on the 
edges were comfortable, while a few in 
the middle, where the heat was great- 
est, could not get out and consequently 
perished. Right on top of this came a 
cold wave and frost, with more of the 
"bitter" in the other direction.—O. W. 
Mapes in Rural New Yorker.

Hatching; Duckling*. 


When the eggs begin to hatch let 


them strictly alone. Do not try to turn 
the pipped sides up, and above all do 
not open the machine every few hours 
to see how they are getting along, or 
show inquisitive friends how cunning 
tlie little dears look coming out of the 
shells. After the hatch is fairly over 
and the ducklings nearly or quite dried 
off open the machine and quickly take 
out a tray and cover with a thin woolen 
cloth. 
Look the eggs over carefully 


a:id if any are discovered cast in the 
shell or with head slightly caught break 
away enough of the shell to allow the 
little bird some freedom of movement 
and return the tray. Frequently these 
birds will break through and prove as 
lively as those earlier hatched.—Farm, 
Garden and Poultry. 


Chicken Thieves. 


Owls are chicken thieves that come 


In the night and are much dreaded by 
farmers. The remedy is simple. Have 
aui owl proof house for the fowls to 
roost in, and the owl question Is set- 
tled. In the case of hawks it ia 
quite different. 
A good protection 


against hawks Is small piles of brush 
which will afford a place of refuge 
when the hawk appears. Chickens will 
Instinctively dnrt Into such places if 
they see only the shadow of Mr. Hawk 
moving over the ground. A good shot- 
gun In the hands cf an expert is also a 
food protection against hawks and eth- 
er chicken thieves.—Farm and Ranch.

Don't Let Them Get Chilled. 


Sec to it that the chicks- never be- 


come chilled by huddling in the corners 
of the brooder outside the hovor, for 
when once they become chilled they 
cannot get warmed, they become weak 
leirged nnd sit as close to the heater of 
too brooder as they possibly can get, 
<thile the other chicks stand upon them 
and crush them; or, having become 
filled, their food will not digest and 
they die of bowel complaint 


We arc told that it docs not pay to 


fnrd turkeys in order to fatten them. 
•s the confinement worries them and 
thoy will not take on flesh. This sounds 
reasonable, as turkeys like their liberty 
and will not fatten anyway until 
through growing.

Many times the food that Is the most , 
seeded In tbe yards is the most difficult 
to get, but it will pay you to get it 
somehow. 


The' dry boy aays, "Feed's hard to 


get" 
That's true, but kt -me whisper 


In your ear. You get-about three or 
four little baskets or boxes and place 
them near your neighbor's bouse and 
tell him -to throw bis table scraps into 
it, and then you take It away when 
you promise, and they will soon come 
to look at it as a privilege for you to 
take their scraps, and your poultry will 
be getting a number of things which 
will help them grow and to yield eggs. 
This is not theory, but a bit of expert- ' 
ence.

But tbe country boy, oh, where Is he? 


Most any farmer will rent or tease a 
small parcel" of ground to his son or j 
somebody else's son for a small sum. 
Then go to work in earnest atd you 
will be surprised to see how much sun- 
flower seed, how many peas, beans, let- 
tuce and cabbage you can grow on a 
small piece of ground. There is no 
such thing as fail to tbe fellow who 
wants to make things go.

THE MASH FEED. 


Oat> am a. Feed For Laying Hen*. 
The majority of farmers consider oats 


a dangerous feed for chickens. The 
sharp points sometimes pierce the lin- 
ing- of the chicken's crop, thus produc- 
ing1 n severe inflammation, usually re- 
sulting In death. Some varieties of oats 
•are stiffer and sharper pointed than 
others. Then we believe there Is more 
danger when the fowls are allowed to 
gorge themselves than where given n 
limited quantity. 


All the cases we ever know of where 


disease was caused by feeding cats the 
chickens went to the field or garden 
and ate all they wanted. We have fre- 
quently fed oats to our laying hens 
vrlth the best results. 


We feed at the rate of about two ta- 


blcspooufuls to the hen In the morning, 
the hens having access to plenty of -wa- 
ter nnd grit. When onts are fed extra, 
care should be taken to provide the 
fowls with an abundance of grit and 
pure water. The water softens the hull 
of the oats, while the grit grinds it. 
Onts are a bone and muscle making food 
aiid an egg producer.—Cor. National 
Stockman.

The West Virginia agricultural ex- 


periment station publishes the follow- 
ing table sbowius loss in weight of 
eggs during incubation. After placing 
tbe eggs upon the trays ready for tbe 
incubator set tbe treys upon a pair of , 
scales reeding to ounces and note tbe 
total weight of the eggs and trays. 
The trays should .be thoroughly dry. 
After a few days weigh again. Sub- j 
tract this from tbe first weight This 
will give the actual loss in weight of 
the eggs. 
| 


Example.— Suppose that yon have 208 


eggs on the trays, that the first weight 
with trays is 24 pounds 2 ounces and 
that on the sixth day tbe weight is 23 
pounds 6 ounces. Then the loss in 
weight is 12 ounces. Now look in the 
table for tbe loss in weight of 100 eggs 
for six days. This is 10 ounces. Then 
ounce* multiplied by 2.08 gives 20.8 , 
ounces, which is tbe calculated loss for > 
208 eggs for six days. Therefore the 
oggs have not been losing weight as 
rapidly as they should, and the eggs 
should be given more ventilation or tbe 
Incubator should be removed to a drier 
location. It is assumed that the eggs 
are kept uniformly at the proper tem- 
perature. After the eggs have been 
tested for the infertile ones weigh again 
and proceed as before. 


Rules.— If the eggs have lost too much 


weight, give more moisture or less ven- 
tilation, but in reducing ventilation 
great care should be used, as pure air 
in the egg chamber is absolutely neces- 
sary. 


If the eggs have not lost enough 


weight, open the ventilators or place 
the incubator in a drier place.

Ventilation and Draft*. 


Much 
of 
the 
animadversion of 


"drafts" by poultry writers Is the veri- 
est rubbish. The same writers will ur- 
gently recommend ventilation, but there 
must be no draft; otherwise the fowls 
will all take roup and die. How venti- 
lation can be secured without draft is 
not explained. "Draft" is a "current of 
air." So is ventilation. It may be a 
brisk or almost imperceptible current, 
but thefe can be no ventilation without 
more or less draft Too much ventila- 
tion is the same as too much draft 
Where fowls roost there should not be 
too much ventilation. When fowls arc 
oft* the roost, there cannot be too much 
draft except when the weather Is so 
cold as to endanger the fowls. Give 
plenty of air off and just enough on the 
roost—Farm and Ranch. 


The Change In the Turkey Market. 


It is said that the growing demand 


for young tnrUeys in early summer as 
broilers, at about three pounds each, 
and later from that weight to five or six 
pounds, has, resulted in reducing the 
supply of really good nearby turkeys at 
Thanksgiving time so much that mar- 
ketmen find it exceedingly difficult at 
that season to supply the trade, which 
rather insists upon a nearby bird. 
These vei*y immature turkeys go to 
Newport and other swell summer re- 
sorts, and the growers get as much for 
them at that age as they would if they 
kept them until grown, and of course 
make more by selling early. 


It wouldn't make so much difference 


to the Thanksgiving 
trade if the 


weather favored the arrival of ship- 
ments from a distance in good condi- 
tion, but of late years such weather at 
tbe Thanksgiving season has been the 
exception, and most 'western shipments 
have arrived in such poor condition 
that one ne«id not be very fastidious to 
turn from them with loss appetite for 
turkey tbnn he brought to the market. 
This-year people who got good turkeys 
paid big prices for them. 


It is not impossible that the demand 


for young (small) turkeys may help to 
revive, the turkey Industry in this sec- 
tion (New JJngland), where it is not 
what.lt was years ago. And it is not 
Impossible, that -with such a spur to 
vigorous work against the disease 
(blackhead) which bad so much to do 
with the decay of the industry, practi- 
cal methods of dealing with that dis- 
ease may be developed and applied by 
the turkey growers generally.—Farm 
Poultry.

I have no given amount to feed. 


I go among my different pens and give 
according to how hungry they seem to 
be, and if by picking over the srraw I 
find grain they go without until they 
scratch it out. I feed about one-third 
cracked corn, one-third whole wheat, 
one-third oats; when very cold, give 
whole corn at night, about tluv-c times 
a week. I also feed ground bone every 
other day and cabbage. I put away 
enough cabbage In the fall to last until 
green stuff comes again in the spring 
and cure clover and feed just ns you 
would to a horse, and they clean it all 
up but the very large stems.

Broken 


Broken shanks in clitcks or 'fowls are

For 
broken shanks straighten the limb and 
approximate the broken ends of the 
bone,in the natural position and .band- 
age with stout bandage and thin white 


' pine splints. Surgeons' adhesive piaster 
| will serve for both bandage and splints 


in little chicks. Adhesive piaster re-en- 
forced with thin strips of pine makes 
on excellent dressing for broken shanks 
in old or young. The break will be 
well In n week or two, according to the 
age and condition of the bird.—Dr. P. 
T. Woods in Farm Poultry. 


The PenfoTvl. 


Like the guinea fowl, this bird Is 


more for tlio opra ground than for con- 
lined space. It has a wandering tend- 
ency, nnd its call is har>h. Its great 
attraction is its beauty, of which it Is 
needless to speak.

Goose IilTcrn For Epicures. 


The fattening of geese in lar^e num- 


bers after the French plan of com en- 
ing a largo part of the carcass into dis 
eased liver for the favorite epicurean 
ei.uiity, pate de foi grfis, or congested 
liver, has been tried in 11 boilo Island 
with very unfavorable results. One 
feeder lost 3,000 from congestion of the 
liver within a week, and the «tate e\- 
pTimcnt station investigated the dis- 
ease and called it "goose seplie;rmia" 
and recommended as a prevention that 
the sardinc-liko confintnient be alun 
doncd and the geeae permitted to gnixe 
more or less. But the.se feedeis do not 
want to prevent th,' disease, but want 
to know at "what period thereof to mar- 
ket or kill. In the case referred to they 
postponed marketing at least one day 
too long. But we cannot seo what I'if- 
ference that ought to make. If the dis- 
eased livers are good for epicures who 
ape French customs, why should not 
these that die of the disease be just as 
good, especially after putrefaction has 
set in. The genuine Fiench epicure 
wants his goose "ripened" unt'l it 
turns green. Why should they obi-pt 
to putrid livers and why should Ann -I- 
cans imitators of French customs ob- 
ject?—Farm and Ranch.

THE MEN BEHIND THE GUNS. 


The probable and logical reason for 


the German attack on Fort San Car- 
los was a wish to "try out" the new 
German navy. It has come to be ac- 
cepted as a fact that Germany is a 
naval power, but she has never yet 
bad an opportunity to prove herself 
one. 
The only real experience the 


German fighting fleet has ever had 
was that at Maracaibo. 


It cannot be said that the result of 


that little skirmish with the Venezu- 
elan fort was particularly creditable 
to Germany. It did not show her to 
fee very formidable in naval -warfare 
and the German officers and sailors 
have no reason to be proud of their 
achievement If the German gunners 
have demonstrated anything, it is that 
they need lots of practice. 


If the people of the United States 


ever' feared the result of a possible 
conflict with Germany, the affair at 
Fort San Carlos should go far toward 
setting their fears at rest. Had the 
Panther, the Vinta and the Falke been 
caled upon to stand the fire of Ameri- 
can guns, manned by American gun- 
ners, they would not now be above 
water. If Germany ever had any idea 
of-testing the Monroe doctrine, the 
recent experience on the Venezeulan 
blockade should be sufficient to teach 
her caution. 


It is not recorded that American 


ships ever remained three whole days 
before an insignificant fort, peppering 
It every moment of daylight, without 
silencing it 
The moral to be drawn 


from the San Carlos incident is plain. 
Germany has good enough ships and 
good enough guns, but, as was the 
case with Spain, the men behind the 
guns are not of the right sort

Concord, will go to Augusta, Me., 
where they have been invited by the 
legislature of. that state, upon a sim- 
ilar mission, to that of their trip to 
New Hampshire.

AN ANECDOTE OF HILDRETH. 


Pathetic 
Incident 
Which Occurred 


Many Years Ago. 


The following story is told of De- 


tective Clifford B. Hildreth of the 
Manchester police force.

dreth is well known in this city and 
was for many years proprietor of the 
Atlantic house at York Beach. 


Detective "Cliff" Hildrctb. has had 


many experiences in his long official 
career, some of them are 
naturally 


extremely pathetic. One of the latter 
kind was brought vividly to'his mind 
by the death recently of the father 
of the ill-fated Josie Langmaid. Hil- 
dreth was put to work to find the 
doer of the dastardly crime and came 
in frequent contact with Mr. Lang- 
maid. The latter asked Hildreth to 
tell him where he was satisfied the 
guilty man was located, but the de- 
tective surmised that some sinister 
purpose was behind the request and 
did not do so. After LePage's arrest 
Hildreth was standing with Mr. Lang- 
maid and another man at the door 
of the court room, where the accused 
man was to be given a hearing. They 
had been talking about the affair and 
Hildreth had expressed his belief in 
the guilt of LePage. It was necessary 
for the officers to pass by the three 
men when they conducted LePage to 
the court room, and as thev 
caime 


along the corridor, Langmaid's emo- 
tion was painful to behold. Finally 
the other man could contain himself 
no longer and he said "For God's 
sake, Cliff, give Langmaid your gun 
and let him end the business right 
here!" Hildreth says that he never 
felt more like allowing a man to mete 
out just punishment to a criminal, but 
wisdom prevailed and LePage lived 
on several months to die eventually 
on the scaffold.

27. — President 


Roosevelt arrived in Canton this af- 
ternoon. He was imet at the station 
by Judge Day and at once called on 
Mrs. McKlnley. He later visited the 
martyred president's tomb and paid 
tribute to bis memory. 
' This evening there was a reception 
and banquet at which the president 
spoke. His remarks in part were as 
follows: 


"It was given to President McKin- 


ley to take the foremost place in our 
political life at a time when our coun- 
try was brought face to face with 
problems more momentous than any 
whose solution we have ever attempt- 
ed, save only in the Revolution and 
in the Civil War; and it was under 
hia leadership that the nation solved 
these^mighty problems aright There- 
fore "he shall stand in the eyes of his- 
tory not merely as the first man of 
Ms generation but as, among 
the 


greatest figures in our national life, 
conning second only to the men of the 
two great crises in which the Un- 
ion was .founded and preserved. 


"No man could carry through suc- 


cessfully such a task as President 
MoKinley undertook, unless trained 
by long years of effort for its per- 
formance. 
Knowledge of his fellow- 


citizens, ability to understand them; 
keen sympathy with even their inner- 
most feelings, and yet power to lead 
them, together with far-sighted sagac- 
ity and resolute belief both in the peo- 
ple and in their 
future — all these 


were needed in the man who headed 
the march of our people during the 
eventful years from 
1896 to 
1901. 


These were the qualities possessed by 
McKinley and 
developed 
by 
him 


throughout his whole history previous 
to assuming the presidency. As a 
lad h« had the inestimable privilege 


• of serving, -first- to the ranks, and. then 


as a commissioned officer, 
in 
the 


great war for national union, right- 
eousness, and grandeur. 


"By a stroke of horrpr, so strange 


in its fantastic Iniquity as to stand 
unique in the black annals of crime, 
he was struck 
down. 
The brave, 


strong, gentle heart was stilled forev- 
er, and word was brought to the wom- 
an who wept that she was to walk 
henceforth alone in the shadow. 


"The nation was stunned and the 


people mourned with a sense of bitter 
bereavement because they had lost a 
man whose heart beat for them as 
the heart of Lincoln once had beat- 
en. We did right to mourn; for the 
loss was ours, not his. He died in 
the golden- fullness of his triumph. 
He died victorious in that highest of 
all kinds of strife — the strife for an 
ampler, juster, and more 
generous 


national life."

work by the Boot and Shoe Workers' 
union in the A. E. Gloyd factory. The 
union expects twenty more cutters, 
some from Cincinnati, by noon, and a 
delegation has gone 
to Boston 
to 


bring them down. Another batch is 
expected from St. Louis by Wednes- 
day. That city is the home of First Na- 
tional Vice President Lovely of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers' union and he 
has made arrangements for the imen 
to come on. Letters from the import- 
ed help written to friends in their 
home cities are bringing more appli- 
cations for work in Lynn. There was

Any qualified voter of at least two 


years' residence in a town or city, 
which shall adopt the act, is entitled 
to receive a license from the town 
or city clerk upon filing an applica- 
tion and a bond in the sum of f 1000 
to observe the liquor laws and upon 
paying the license fee. 


Licenses may 
be 
cancelled 
and 


bonds forfeited nupon petition to the 
superior court and proof that 
the 


laws have not been complied 'with. 


It is made to be the duty of local 


officials and county solicitors to en- 
force the provisions of the act. 


Any person whose license is can- 


celled by order of the court shall not 
be entitled to receive a. second license 
until after five years from the can- 
cellation of the first. 


Towns and cities are given author- 


ity to make rules and regulations for 
the further restriction "and control of 
the liquor traffic.

New York, Jan. 27.—Just on^half our 


wraps are as Jcug as our dresse*, while 
the others are ui all kinds of length*. 
Each has been designed to suit some 
particular taste, and so there is a very 
wide choice. The Monte Carlo coats 
arc still with us, and many ol the gar- 
ments offered tor midwinter are la that 
shape, while the kimono coat Is of- 
fered for tho&e who like that best. 
There is something to be said iu favor 
of each. After them comes the auto- 
mobile coat generally lined with squir- 
rel fur. It has need to be warm for the 
purpose. 


The automobile coats are long enough 


to reach the knees in any case, and 
sometimes longer. Shorter effects are 
preferred for runabouts, and there are 
many kinds of these. The least com- 
fortable ones are cut flaring at the bot- 
tom, something like the extreme styles 
of the men's coats of the past season.

In the illustration can be seen a coat 


in this design, and many there be who 
think it perfect The coat is lined with 
fur, and there is a stole of pointed 
beaver reaching to the bottom after 
spreading out wide on the shoulders 
like a rictorine. A muff to match i* 
carried with it and would lead one to 
think that the stole was postiche, but it 
isn't. It belongs on the coat 


The longer coat beside it is made of 


black twilled silk, heavy and thick, and 
is finished on the outside like cloth, 
with stitching. There is a cape some-' 
thing like those on the Monte Carlos, 
but yet not exactly the same. This 
style of coat is lined with fur, general- 
ly of the less expensive varieties and 
always close furs. The collar and long 
revers are of mink or some other dark 
and deep fur. The revers are so made 
that they can be thrown back and the 
collar left flat, or they can be buttoned 
across the chest and the collar lifted to 
the proportions of a storm collar. By 
many this style of coat is preferred to 
one with fur outside.

When her crew had been taken off 


the Grequeland appeared to be on the 
verge of foundering. The Grequeland 
was 166 tons net and 183 tons gross. 
She was built at Port Greville In 
1900 and was owned by H. Elderldn & 
Co. of Parrsboro, N. S.

Point investigations a few years ago. 
That this belief was not well founded 
la shown by the reports of the break- 
lug of a naval cadet*a Jaw in a hazing 
fight at Annapolis the other day. 


From the printed accounts It appear* 


that the third class men at the Naval 
academy bar* a habit of "running" 
certain cadets ef the fourth class, the 
latest entries. A youngster will Incur 
the dislike of an upper class man, and 
the latter proceeds to organize a senti- 
ment against his juuior. Sometimes 
the entire class takes up the case and 
makes the life of the fourth class man 
miserable with taunts and gibes and 
open insults. At last be Is forced to 
fight out of self respect, and a man of 
approximate size is selected from the 
third class, and these two engage In a 
duel with fists. There is no personal 
quarrel between them. In the case In 
hand the participants in the fight had 
no personal enmity. Cadet Pearson, 
fourth claan, was the object of third 
class dislike, and Cadet Blaadell was 
picked as a proper opponent and was 
forced under class rules to fight wheth- 
er or no. s 


This is a more tyrannical and despi- 


cable system of hazing than the old 
fashioned rough and tumble process 
through which cadets were often com- 
pelled to go In their course through the 
first year. It Is a species of cowardice 
and cruelty wholly unbecoming to the 
young men whom the United States 
educates to defend the honor of the 
country and should be stopped at once. 
Doubtless Secretary Moody will take 
vigorous steps to eradicate this con- 
temptible form of hazing from the 
academy. 


-Marconi's iJatest Triumph. 


The 'degree of perfection to which 


Signor Marconi has brought his sys- 
tem of wireless telegraphy was illus- 
trated the other day in the sending 
by President Roosevelt of a message 
of sixty-four words across the Atlantic 
to King Edward of England. 


The wireless message was sent be- 


tween Wellfleet, on Cape Cod, and 
Poldhu, on the Cornish coast of Eng- 
land. In accomplishing this feat Mar- 
coni has surprised himself as well as 
the rest of the world, as it has been 
the general Impression that bis trans- 
mitters and receivers had a longer ap- 
prenticeship to serve before so elabo- 
rate messages could be vibrated 
through 3,000 miles of quivering ether. 


One can scarcely realize the signifi- 


cance of this announcement, about the 
truth of which there can be no doubt. 
Before the full consummation of thla 
feat the mind of man passed in strides 
over space—In strides only, since ca- 
bles must painfully be laid beneath 
the sea and poles and wires slowly 
erected over mountains and jungles 
before the message could be transmit- 
ted. 
Now the message asks for no 


touch with earth; it flies at man's will. 


It is not over seas alone that wire- 


less messages "are to be sent Already 
the Cape to Cairo railway people are 
preparing to Jump the African jungles 
by the wireless methods. Messages 
from our new bonanza fields of Alaska 
will leap the icy deserts of the arctic 
by the same means. 


Truly, the world seems to be on the 


threshold of a prodigious scientific tri- 
umph, which promises to revolution- 
ize the transmission of intelligence 
throughout the earth.
